Dr. Kelly’s Meetings at Buffalo 


In these days of darkness, apostasy, and atheism 
the Holy Spirit makes counter-attacks by the “light 
that shineth in a dark place.” Many scientific men 
are telling us that the Bible is out cf date. Other 
men, second to none in their scientific attainments, 
voice God’s word that everything is out of date ex- 
cept the Bible. In Buffalo, last month, great meet- 
ings were held which a “beloved physician,” Dr. How- 
ard A. Kelly, had been invited to address. Full re- 
ports of these meetings and their significance will 
appear in an early issue of The Sunday School Times.

A Day of Fasting and Prayer for China 


Armistice Day, November 11, will be observed as 
an International Day of Fasting and Prayer for 
China. The Call to Prayer was translated into vari- 
ous languages and sent throughout the world. In 
China it has gone to more than five thousand Chris- 
tian workers throughout the land. It is suggested that 
prayer should be offered for those in authority in civil, 
military, and political affairs in China; for the mis- 
sionaries still in China and in the homelands; for 
the Chinese pastors and Christians; for divine wis- 
dom in the conduct of churches and mission schools; 
for the spread of the Word of God; and for a great 
revival throughout China. In case readers of The 
Sunday School Times should not have sufficient time 
to make suitable arrangements for the observance of 
Armistice Day, it is suggested that some other day 
in November or December should be selected, and ob- 
served in one’s community. Already the dark clouds 
that have been hanging over China are beginning to 
scatter. The missionaries — especially the men — are 
beginning to go back to their stations. Twenty men 
of one mission recently returned to an interior Prov- 
ince. Their new policy is to put the already estab- 
lished work entirely in the hands of the Chinese Chris- 
tians, while the missionaries will go out to villages 
and towns where there are no Christians and do 
pioneer itinerating work, assisted by over a hundred 
Chinese evangelists. Another auspicious augury of 
future blessing is the remarkable manner in which 
the Lord is blessing the nation-wide distribution of 
New Testaments in connection with the Million Tes- 


we 


taments for China Campaign. After most of the mis- 
sionaries were compelled to leave their stations, let- 
ters were sent to Chinese pastors, evangelists, and 
other workers, explaining the plan and asking them 
to apply for the Testaments. Their response was 
hearty and enthusiastic. For weeks past the head- 
quarters in Shanghai have been flooded with requests 
for the life-giving Books. Thus far more than three 
hundred and seventy thousand Testaments have been 
sent out by the three Bible Societies co-operating in 
the movement. That such a large distribution could 
have been made in these troublous times in China is 
nothing short of miraculous. It is the Lord’s doing 
in answer to a great volume of believing prayer, and 
it is expected that the distribution will go forward 
still more rapidly during the coming autumn and win- 
ter, as the missionaries return to their stations in in- 
creasing numbers.

ing as he must by faith and not by sight, a more 

thrilling experience than to find that some age- 
old promise from the Word is speaking to him as 
definitely as if it came audibly from the blue above. 
Perhaps the stress of some hard testing, or of some 
great crisis, drives him in heaviness of spirit to the 
closet with the closed door. Perhaps for a long 
weary time he hears there no other voice than that of 
his own anguished spirit pouring itself out with strong 
crying and tears. Then suddenly the tension is re- 
laxed. There comes no blinding flash of light, no 
mighty wind, or earthquake, or fire; only a “sound 
of gentle stillness” reaching to the inmost chambers 
of his being and bringing the ineffable assurance that 
God is there and that he hears. And with a great 
peace in his heart the suppliant turns to the never- 
failing Word, and finds there the promise spoken ages 
ago, but spoken unmistakably to him. The burden 
falls, the heart leaps up. Always afterward for him 
that special promise must stand out from the printed 
page in colors of its own. 

Can we imagine, then, the ecstasy of revelation that 
must have flooded the gloomy hearts of two on their 
way to Emmaus as the Master, “beginning from 
Moses,” opened to their groping minds all the hidden 
treasures of the Scriptures concerning himself? Or 
the rapture of that larger company in the upper room 
as there came to them the blessed revelation of prom- 
ises but vaguely sensed before, yet fondly cherished 
by the faithful through the long centuries of hope de- 
ferred —things that angels have desired to look into? 
Small wonder that Peter, writing years afterward to 
those that had obtained a like precious faith, cries, 
“And we have the word of prophecy made more sure; 
whereunto ye do well that ye take heed as unto a 
lamp shining in a dark place.” Our English word 


"Tine as can hardly be for the Christian, walk- 


dark seems far too weak, the original signifying a 
squalid, dirty place. The figure suggests a light held 
overhead as one enters a murky passage of shadowy, 
cobwebby corners, long unexplored. 

It is doubttess characteristic of every age that men 
have yearned for the sign from Heaven.~ And al- 
ways the sign, more or less legible, has been there, 
but only the discerning few have known how to read 
it aright; men such as the sons of Issachar described 
in one of those choice phrases of 1 Chronicles that 
seem like a green oasis in a (seemingly) dry desert 
of genealogy, “men that had understanding of the times 
to know what Israel ought to do.” And it is a sig- 
nificant fact that men of such insight have by no 
means always been recognized by their own age as 
clever or discerning. Our Lord rebuked the leading 
citizens of his day for not being able to read the signs 
of the times, though they could forecast the weather 
from those surest of all weather indicators, a red 
sunrise, or a red sunset. Did he mean to imply that 
the signs of the times should be as obvious? 

Our own age is no different, in this respect, from 
those that have gone before. The fierce controversy 
between Job and his “miserable comforters” concern- 
ing the mystery of life and death, of prosperity and 
suffering, of God’s great scheme of things and man’s 
place in it, is repeated today in terms that seem to 
link us strikingly with that morning of civilization 
when “Job watched Orion from the plain of Shinar.” 
Little headway has man made in his thinking. On 
every hand are wise heads ready with ‘>terpretations 
and forecasts. Never before, apparently, was there 
such a wealth of wisdom gone to seed and scattering 
out. Even the daily papers are rife with explanations 
of the age we live in and speculations as to the future, 
bright with promise or gloomy with foreboding, ac- 
cording to the mood and temperament of the prophet. 
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And still in everyday conversation we hear the 
anxious query, “What are we coming to? Whither 
are we tending?” One day we are told that the 
civilized world is done with warfare; the next morn- 
ing half the front page is taken up with divorce pro- 
ceedings. Writers and speakers assure us that the 
youth of today is the finest, freest product civiliza- 
tion has ever produced; then comes a congress of 
social workers bringing revelations and statistics that 
make one wonder, How long before the cup of iniquity 
overflows? Memory recalls the headlines that flared 
across front pages one morning while news of the 
Titanic disaster was still coming in— ‘Great Ship 
Knowing Her Peril Rushes Headlong to Disaster.” 
The world seems to feel that if only the band is play- 
ing and the engines are throbbing we can safely ride 
down the icebergs. 

But, despite all the confusion and contradiction and 
the® din of controversy, here and there are a few 
quiet, thoughtful ones who believe that the signs of 
the times are as obvious and incontrovertible as the 
red of the sunrise. The distressing thing about it all, 
to one whose heart really throbs with compassion for 
the multitude that are always as sheep without a 
shepherd, is that the words of these clear-eyed, sober- 
minded ones seem doomed to fall, like the préphecies 
of old, on unheeding ears. Again and again one hears 
today the taunt, “Where now is the promise of his 
coming ?” Everywhere are those who will not en- 
dure sound teaching, but with itching ears are heaping 
to themselves teachers to their own liking. Society 
brands as fanatic the one who attempts to make prac- 
tical application of the prophecies of Scripture to the 
problems of today, then listens with grave respect to 
the scientist who asks, “Will man continue to hold his 
own, or will the age of man be followed by the age 
of insects?” Or to the one who tells us that in the 
ages to come the superman will eat the human of 
today as man now uses the beasts for food. 

A secular journal of excellent repute quotes a 
prominent minister as saying that from the two mortal 
ills of civilization — international war and class war 
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— only a new heart and a new spirit can save us. The 
editor smiles over what he calls “the dean’s poor 
diagnosis,” then comments: “This is spreading the 
gloom pretty thick. But still we are not despondent. 
With time and patience there will still be a cure,” — 
forgetting, apparently, that the Lord Jesus, one dark 
night, made the same “poor diagnosis” to Nicodemus. 
Fortunes are spept in devising plans for world peace 
that the most casual study of Scripture prophecy 
would reveal as utterly futile. 

And yet at no other time since the days of Peter 
could the believer have said so truthfully as today, 
“And we have the word of prophecy confirmed. Take 
heed!” Even a spperficial consideration of Scripture 
prophecy at once challenges the attention; and the 

eeper one goes, the stronger becomes the conviction 
that marvelous fulfillments are even now taking place. 
If the myriads of worldly churches would only pause 
in their feverish quest for novelties and programs to 
hold the ever-waning interest of their dwindling con- 
gregations, and take stock of some of the simple, quiet 


congregations that are following the more noble. 


Berean method, they might at least find food for re- 
flection. For the churches—and, thank God, there 
still are such —that are not slumping but are shining 
as beacon lights in a murky world are those that are 
depending upon the attractiveness of the Word of 
God and the drawing power of Him who was lifted 
up from the earth. Invariably in such churches there 
is the group of earnest students who are searching 
the Scriptures daily. And daily such search is being 
rewarded by the growing conviction, that the fulfill- 
ment of tremendous revelations is at hand. The daily 
newspaper, itself usually the blindest leader of the 
blind in matters spiritual, furnishes to the thoughtful 
studert signs as unmistakable as a red and lowering 
morning sky. 

Let us, then, who love His appearing gird up the 
loins of our minds and give earnest heed to the lamp 
of prophecy —the only light in a squalid place until 
the day dawn. Every one that hath this hope purifieth 
himself, even as He is pure. 





A Young Man's Questions 


A Pennsylvania pastor has received a_ letter 
from one of his young men, now in college, and he 
asks the counsel of ‘The Sunday School Times in an- 
swering these questions. The young man is a church 
member, comes of good family, and is believed to be 
sincere and earnest in asking the questions, which are 
as follows: 


1. In the record in Genesis we find that man was 
placed in the Garden of Eden without the knowledge 
of good and evil. This eliminates from consideration 
the idea of a moral consciousness. If he could not 
discriminate between good and evil, it is altogether 
probable that he did not have a rational mind. And 
even if he did, was it right that he should be allowed 
to make an arbitrary decision that would affect the 
destiny of the human race, man having been created 
finite? How could a man of this type, who did not 
have the knowledge of good and evil, commit sin? 

2. One of the teachings of the Christian religion 
is that of eternal damnation. How can a finite being 
commit sin worthy of infinite punishment? For pun- 
ishment, no matter what its degree, if continued for 
eternity, is infinite. How, in.a period of time which 
compared with eternity is ’practically zero, can a man 
commit sin worthy of eternal punishment ? 

3. The Song of Solomon is generally conceded to be 
an apotheosis of the rapture of Christ and his bride, 
the Church. Why, then, is this conceived of and 
written in the sense of sexual pz assion, rather than 
in the idea of that agape which is ascribed to God? 

4. It is said that the chief end of man is to glorify 
God and enjoy him forever. If I am to believe the 
Bible as it is written, I find that the majority of 
human beings will be in hell for eternity. This ap- 
pears to me to be failure, and the futility of human 
life appalls me. 

These questions have been almost constantly on my 
mind for some time, and have greatly disturbed me. 
I should greatly appreciate a frank and as full an 
answer as you can give me. 


This young man evidently believes in God, as a 
Being of perfect and infinite wisdom, righteousness, 
and love. He also recognizes that man is a finite be- 
ing, created by God and dependent upon him. With 
these two facts to start with, it is evident that finite 
man cannot reason out for himself all that the infinite 
God can know. If man could, he would be God’s 
equal, in mind at least. And no creature can be the 
equal of the Creator. 

But it is equally evident that man needs to know 
much that he cannot reason out for himself, and that 
God can tell him. This evident need we find met in God’s 
revelation to men, the Bible. In more than 3,000 pas- 
sages the Bible claims to be the actual words of God. 
These claims are either true or false. If they are 
false, then the Bible is a colossal lie, shot through 
and through with fraud and deception, and not worthy 





even of the consideration we give to truthful human 
books that do not claim to be inspired. But if the 
Bible’s claims for itself are not false, if the Bible is 
not a colossal fraud, then it is God’s unique Book, 
revealing truths and facts to men that could never 
have been known by men except through such a reve- 
lation from God. 

From this wholly reasonable, that is, rational stand- 
point we come to thee conclusion that God discloses to 
us, in this Book of his, truths and facts that are be- 
yond the understanding of our finite human minds. 
It is obviously hopeless to attempt to reason them 
out by our limited, human, finite, and sin-distorted in- 
tellects. But they are safely to be believed, because 
God tells us they are so. 

In other words, faith is seen to be, by strictest rea- 
soning, an essential and vital factor in the relationship 
of men to God. If God understands more than men 
—and he could not be God if he did not—then men 
may safely accept God’s Word when they cannot un- 
derstand all that enters into it, It is entirely reason- 
able, therefore, to see that “without faith it is im- 
possible to please him [God]: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is; and that he is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6). Again 
in the same chapter we read: “Through faith we un- 
derstand that the worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear.” 

When we come to this understanding of what the 
faith is which God asks from men, it is not- difficult, 
but easy, to accept everything that God’s Word tells 
us. If he says it is so, we know it is true; we do 
not have to understand it, for we believe him fully, 
implicitly, unreservedly, gladly. A little child believes 
what his parents tell him though he cannot possibly 
understand. The parents may be mistaken; God can- 
not be mistaken. It is often safe for the little child 
to trust his human parents implicitly; it is always 
safe for us to trust God implicitly. 

From this standpoint of faith, let us look at the four 
questions that have troubled this sincere young church 
member. 


1. The moment we begin questioning, or doubting, 
the Word of God, we almost certainly begin to read 
into it that which is not there. Thus, Genesis does 
not tell us that “man was placed in the Garden of 
Eden without the knowledge of good and evil.” It 
does say that God commanded man not to eat “of 
the tree of the knowledge of good and evil,” and 
plainly declared the reason for this prohibition: “For 
in the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely 
die.” Man could not have been made as he was, “in 
the image of God,” and have had no moral conscious- 
ness. But unfallen man, sinless, had no experimental 
knowledge of evil; he did not know by personal ex- 
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perience the difference between good and evil; and 
it was from this tragic, deadly personal experience that 
God wished to keep him. 

Of course, we must remember that we cannot safely 
attempt to reason out for ourselves just what sinless, 
unfallen man was in his consciousness, his intellect, 
or even in his perfect human body. We can know 
nothing more about him than that which God has re- 
vealed in his Word. Therefore it is obviously un- 
safe to say, dogmatically, that “moral consciousness” 
and “a rational mind” must be eliminated from con- 
sideration in Adam. 

God evidently thought it was right to put Adam in 
a position where he could choose whether to obey 
God’s revealed will or disobey it. According to the 
historical record given to us by God, it was “right 
that he [Adam] should be allowed to make an arbi- 
trary decision that would affect the destiny of the 
human race.” Way back in Genesis-times a man who 
has been “called the Friend of God” (Jas. 2:23), 
asked the question—to which he knew there could 
be but one answer —“‘Shall not the Judge of all the 
earth do right”? (Gen. 18: 25.) 

So the simple, clear record in Genesis tells us that 
the first man Adam, “a man of this-type,” who had 
had no experimental knowledge of good and evil, 
could commit sin, by. deliberately deciding not to do 
God’s will. The same Word tells us that “by one 
man sin entered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon alt men, for that all have 
sinned” (Rom. 5:12). There is mystery in all this, 
which our little, finite, sin-clouded eyes cannot see 
through. But we may safely believe. If we do not 
believe it, has any man ever discovered a better ex- 
planation of sin, and of the ruined human race, and 
of the origin of man? Does the pragmatic test jus- 
tify our believing the Word? Does such faith work? 
All history and personal experience give a ringing 
answer to this question. It pays to believe God, it 
pays “exceeding abundantly above all that we ask or 
think. 


2. The question of the wages of sin was first asked 
in the garden of Eden. God had said the result 
of sin was death. We know, from many teachings 
throughout the Bible, that death never means extinc- 
tion, or annihilation, or the cessation of existence, 
but separation. Physical death is the separation of 
body and spirit. Spiritual death is the separation of 
the spirit irom God. Sin separates from God, for 
God is righteous. The first sin instantly separated 
Adam from God; it destroyed the fellowship he had 
had with God.. He did not want to see God after his 
sin, as the record shows. Yet Satan brought forward 
yaa as an incentive to sin, “Ye shall not surely 

je.” 

God has provided an infinite antidote for sin in the 
death and resurrection of his only Son, “the last 
Adam.” Sinners—and all men have sinned — who 
accept this antidote, receiving Christ as their Saviour, 
are brought into fellowship with God, which is eternal 
life.. Therefore Paul could write by inspiration: “And 
you hath he made alive, who were dead in trespasses 
and sins; ... ye were without Christ, having no 
hope, and without God in the world: but now in 
Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ’ (Eph. 2). 

Those who will not accept Christ, God’s only way 
of salvation, cannot be brought into fellowship with 
God, but must necessarily be forever cut off from that 
fellowship, which is the “second death.” This is 
what God plainly declares; and, when we accept his 
revelations concerning sin, it is seen to be righteous 
and reasonable, as is all that God does. 


3. We shall probably never understand the full 
significance, mystery, and holy blessedness of the mar- 
riage relationship until we see Him whom the Word 
calls the Bridegroom, and until we can say, “I know 
even as also I am known.” 
us that “the husband is the head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the head of the church .. . this is a great 
mystery: but I speak concerning Christ and the 
church” (Eph. 5: 23, 32). Why should it surprise us, 
therefore, to find among the inspired books of the 
Bible one that makes the relationship of a human bride 
and bridegroom a setting forth of the relationship 
between the Church and Christ? This is the mes- 
sage of the Song of Solomon. The Scofield Refer- 
ence Bible, together with other reverent commentaries 
throughout the Christian era, notes the fact that “no- 
where in Scripture does the unspiritual mind tread 
upon ground so mysterious and incomprehensible as 
in this book, while the saintliest men and women of 
the ages have found it a source of pure and exquisite 
delight. That the love of the divine Bridegroom 
should follow all the analogies of the marriage rela- 
tion seems evil only to minds so ascetic that marital 
desire itself seems to them unholy.” 


4. The Bible does not say that “the majority of 
human beings will be in hell for eternity.” Those 
who may sincerely but mistakenly think the Bible 
teaches this do not take into account the vast number 
of those dying in infancy, concerning whom the teach- 
ing of the Scriptures is that they are saved. But even 
if the conclusion drawn by the questioner were true,

But God’s Word tells> 
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China Disillusioned of Communism 


How Russia secured her grip on China, and what is

shih, the Southern general, no longer to be the 

satellite of Jacob Borodin, erstwhile uncrowned 
king of South China and still a pretender to that 
shadowy but potent dignity, and the demonstrated 
results of Communism in its brief operations upon 
Chinese society, have resulted in widespread and 
violent anti-communist reaction. Though the Russian 
grip upon the Chinese leaders, maintained wherever 
possible by subsidies and sometimes by family host- 
ages held in Russia, will not easily be thrown off, 
the relation with Moscow is now only acknowledged 
by Peking as an entente. In that character the Rus- 
sian friendship is still welcomed as a foil to the other 
powers, but Communism is disowned by nine-tenths 
of China. The story of this new alignment is an in- 
forming one. \ 

The Russian grip ‘on Chinese policy had been most 
adroitly accommodated to the views, idiosyncracies, 
and weaknesses of each main group or cult of native 
opinion. Its appeal to the heathen mob consisted of 
the coarsest blasphemy against Christ in its posters 
and cartoons. Its offer to the military barons was 
the practical one of arms supplies and organization 
of propaganda. To the politicians, wherever possible, 
it is willing still to pay a regular subsidy. Even with 
sincere Christian public men, such as Feng Yu-hsiang, 
it was not outdone — it offered such, by the incredible 
route of native Christian student members of the 
Nationalist party, educated in pro-Nationalist mis- 
sionary universities, the most specious arguments to 
prove that Bolshevism is a necessary and integral 
part of Christianity, and that Lenin and his disciple, 
Sun Yat-sen, were paragons of Christian attainment. 
Private native Christians, however, were confronted 
with the unmasked threat of brutal repression if they 
refused to serve pro-Russian Nationalist policy. 


The “Three Principles of the People” 


The so-called Three Principles of the People, as 
proposed and expounded by the late Sun Yat¢sen, 
have been adopted as the official creed_of the Na- 
tionalist party, the most powerful in China. They 
express the political bequest of the deceased Red 
leader to his countrymen, and are being flaunted as 
a universal slogan. They are: 


1. International Equality, i. e., the equality of China 
with other nations. Jpon this principle is based 
the demand for abolition of the so-called unequal 
treaties, containing the provisions for the leasing of 
land at the Treaty Ports to foreign powers, and the 
extraterritorial provisions which protect foreign sub- 
jects from the well-known tendencies of _Chinese 
courts. Other provisions secure to foreigners in China 
the same rights that Chinese enjoy in Great Britain. 

2. Equality in Government, i. e., the right of all 
Chinese to representation in their own government — 
this being a demand by the people from their own 
rulers, and a purely Chinese concern—not yet ef- 
fective, except on paper. 

3. Economic Equality. This is just Sun Yat-sen’s 
Chinese version of radical Communism, based on the 
ideals of Lenin, and claimed as an induction from 
the teaching of Christ, in order, if possible, to secure 
propagandist support for Communism from mission- 
aries, the great majority of whom, to their credit, 
hold aloof. Though Communism is now disowned 
by most Chinese, the memory of Sun Yat-sen, who 
died the humble disciple of Lenin, has been so care- 
fully aureoled before the nation, that the Three 
Principles, as labels, cannot now be disowned. But 
this one, economic equality, will now be made to cover 
whatever new economic thesis finally wins home in 
China’s social system, so as to preserve to the Kwo- 
mintang the popular magnetism of Sun Yat-sen’s 
name. Even Chang Tso-lin now flies the Three Prin- 
ciples of the deceased Nationalist leader as a political 
decoy. The ignorance of the populace lends impunity

‘to such improvisations. 


Last January the Manifesto of the Wuhan branch 
of the China Continuation Committee startled the 
world of missions by its emphatic espousal of the 
Three Principles, with the duty of resistance to Im- 
perialism, the necessity of revolution to secure the 
equality of man, with the final goal of world revolu- 
tion. The volcanic character of this document in the 
present state of Chinese Nationalist psychology was 


widely deprecated at that time, but the remarkable: 


composition of the meeting “that produced it, and the 
forces at work therein, had not then come to light. 
They are a revelation of the pressure brought to bear 
by the Nationalist party upon lesser Christian leaders 
in the Provinces.

ence of 1910 throughout foreign mission fields to carry 
forward its objectives, and its personnel included Chi- 
nese and foreign members. Wuhan is the commercial 
capital of Central China, then just taken by the South- 
ern army. Borodin and Eugene Chen had arrived. 
Madame Sun Yat-sen and other vocal Red politicians 
were present at the meeting. These formed the first 
component group. An American bishop conducted the 
devotional exercises that opened the all-day meeting 
—a gentleman identified with the tragic missionary- 
minority effort to win Chinese Nationalism over to 
Christianity by clothing its truculent and moody ideal- 
ism with Christian formulas, while persuading him- 
self and the American public that the woolly fleeces 
covered a real flock of Christ’s fold. A number of 
missionaries, including some of the same persuasion, 
with some protesters, were also present. These 
formed a second group. The leading local Chinese 
Christians, members of the Committee, formed the 
third group. The psychology behind the Manifesto 
can best be described in the words of a sympathetic 
foreign eyewitness: 

“The meeting was evidently presided c-er by the 
Reds, and not by the missionaries, although a bishop 
had conducted the opening devotions. The Chinese 
Christians who signed the Manifesto did so under the 
most manifest duress from the extremists whom the 
foreigners had desired to hold in check. The terror- 
ists who were in charge of the meeting gave the 
Christians the option of life or death, and the latter 
therefore should not be condemned for their action.” 

The less so, we would add, seeing that their own 
trusted bishop was giving his benediction to so stark 
a travesty of Christian principle. Thus was exacted 
from the Christian leaders ‘themselves, purporting to 
represent the highest ideals of a great world confer- 
ence on missions, a document intended to serve the 
ends of Red propagandism in its most subtle form, 
and to attach the Church of Christ in China to the tail 
of the Nationalist kite. 

Outside that shadowed committee meeting, with its 
suave and smiling terrorists, and the trembling, be- 
wildered signatories of the Manifesto, there stretched 
hundreds of miles of civil strife and tragedy, scored 
and patched with the blackened trails and _battle- 
grounds of the robber armies and guerrilla patriots — 
grim comment on the unctuous blackmail lying behind 
that darkly regnant scrap of paper. Soon the whole 
missionary force was in full retreat, punctuated and 
hastened by the Nanking massacre in March, only 
three months after the Wuhan meeting, perpetrated 
by that same Nationalist army that had overwhelmed 
the latter center. 


Why the Missionaries Retreated 

Let it be noted in passing that this missionary re- 
treat from the interior does not mean the flight of 
men and women whose hearts have failed them, or 
who flee at the first hint of danger. The whole mis- 
sionary body, being foreign subjects, are with few 
exceptions under the immediate control of consular 
authority, which in any exceptional crisis is respon- 
sible for their lives and safety, with a view to the 
avoidance of diplomatic embroilment. When a con- 
sular order to evacuate arrives in an inland station, it 
is not at all a question of the missionary concerned 
saying, “Why should I leave? I am prepared to en- 
dure spoliation and death for Christ’s sake!” If he 
disobeys the magisterial authority, his passport is 
liable. to withdrawal, and he himself to deportation 
sine die. A retreat “according to plan” is therefore a 
true acceptance of civil obedience; it often avoids 
exposing the missionary’s Chinese Christians to un- 
necessary danger; and it conserves the opportunity 
of future return for service. The men and women 
from all over the interior, who were packed together 
in Shanghai and other ports during the intense heat 
of the Chinese summer, have endured for years with 
unflinching heroism that long, wearing sufferance of 
steadily mounting threat and menacing encroachment 
upon essential rights and personal liberty that is bit- 
terer than swift death; never knowing what a day 
might bring forth; enduring the whole catalogue of 
perils enumerated .in 2 Corinthians 11: 26, until nerves 
were shaken and frayed to the point of collapse. 





It is important to note that the missionary withdrawals 
are only a part of the concerted objective of a large 
section of the Nationalist party, eventually to effect 
the expulsion of all foreigners from China. 

To the suggestion that, in such an event, China 
would swiftly revert to the stagnant quasi-civiliza- 
tion in which the West found her a century ago, the 
reply of the students is that China now possesses tens 
of thousands of her own nationals who have graduated 
abroad in academic and technical institutions, and are 
thus qualified, without further foreign assistance, to 
secure for her an adequate modern economy oi civi- 
lized life, and to develop her vast resources of natu- 
ral wealth; and further, that the country, being rich 
in minerals and other products and thus self-contained, 
can dispense absolutely with foreign trade, and sur- 
vive in a rigid isolation, with the foreigner and all his 
works and fellowships as completely ousted as_ if 
China were on a different planet. The impossibility 
of building this exclusive utopia while the country’s 
leaders are without the moral assets which alone can 
end the civil wars does not enter into the calculation. 
The fratricidal struggles which would convulse India 
tomorrow if British power were withdrawn have been 
bs bane of China ever since the fall of the Man- 
chus. 


The Real Meaning of Sun Yat-sen’s Will 


But this fantastic complex of China’s traditional 
xenophobia is worth attention, however misguided and 
impossible in itself, if only because it is armed with 
a well-calculated program of action which goes far 
to explain the present situation. The leaders of the 
expulsion party know that a frank program of war, 
declared by them to effect alien expulsion, would have 
no chance of success against the united military front 
that it would immediately provoke in the powers con- 
cerned. Their policy therefore is expressed in petty 
and niggling humiliations inflicted on all - foreigners 
unofficially by the mob, whose actions can be con- 
veniently disavowed, but are designed to make life in 
China so wretched for foreigners that they will vol- 
untarily withdraw without actual expulsion —this un- 
official program of the hooligans and mob troops being 
repudiated on paper and even by proclamation, yet 
tacitly sponsored behind the official scenes. This is 
the real meaning of the famous will of Sun Yat-sen, 
recited weekly in every school in Nationalist China. 

But there is some hope of better counsels prevailing 
through the reasserted influence of Feng Yu-hsiang 
in his recent compact with the Southern general. The 
dictatorial grip of Borodin, who had been the tool 
of the expulsionists but who had already succeeded 
in establishing cheka methods in Hankow, so thor- 
oughly alarmed Chiang Kai-shih with the prospect 
of a bloodless Russian conquest of China through that 
institution, and by which he himself was destined to 
become either the duressed ally or the early victim 
of Chinese cheka dictators, that he leaped from the 
closing vise in what proved to be the nick of time by 
calling for Borodin’s dismissal, and eventually swung 
the whole of the Nationalist party over to his view. 
Some have seen in this incident nothing more than the 
pique of a Chinese general at attempted alien dicta- 
tion, even by the Russian ally. But later cables made 
it evident that it was much more. 

It is not too much to say that Chiang’s sudden flash 
of intuition as to what a secret cheka domination 
could do in China in transforming the Russian influ- 
ence into an iron dictatorship has saved the Chinese 
nation not only from the horrors of a full communistic 
régime as now visualized in Russia, but also from en- 
forced subjection in advance to the whole pregnant 
program of world revolution upon which Russia is 
engaged, including the necessary strategy for it in the 
East as viewed from Moscow. We see in Chiang’s 
change of view much more than a prescience quite 
unusual in a Chinese leader —it is undoubtedly an 
answer to the prayers of many ascending for China 
and the Chinese Church, which would have been 
heavily prejudiced in many ways, circumstantially and 
spiritually, by a general ascendency of communist 
ideals and methods. 

It does not, as we shall show, yet mean full deliy- 
erance for China from the evil influence and fellow- 
ship of the criminal junta now directing the destinies 
of her great neighbor on the northwest. But it does 
represent the retention of her independent volition, 
and the prospect of further enlighténment and full de- 
liverance from her mentors, who, as we shall later 
see, will be much influenced by Feng Yu-hsiang, who, 
to the enlightenment and political reorientation which 
he shares with them, further enjoys the saving out- 
look of Christian faith, and offers daily prayer for 
divine guidance. ;

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Our Abiding Place

A” I write, I cannot get away from the thought 
of the different burdens borne by those who will 
read — burdens so hard to bear, but so difficult oft- 
times to share with others, or even describe to them 
by the medium of speech; burdens that only the Lord 
himself can understand and lift. And alas, sometimes 
we think ourselves too busy to go to him with them 
strange paradox of unreasonableness! Some- 
times we feel disinclined by the very oppression of 
the load to take it to him who alone can release us 
from its weight. What strange creatures we are, 
thus to cling to our sufferings when with the Lord 
is deliverance! Of course we know enough of the 
devices of Satan to realize that this refusal to cast 
our burdens on the Lord, according to the divine 
command, is his work. And shall we not lay hold 
of divine grace to deliver us from this sinful reluc- 
tance? 

One day. a mature Christian was beset my mani- 
fold temptation and weakness. On his kness before 
God he waited for comfort and help. These words 
suddenly were brought to his mind, “The God that 
is enough.” “Where did they tome from? Are they 
in the Bible?” he wondered. “The God that is 
enough.” “Why, that would be the literal rendition 
of El Shaddai—that name of Jehovah that implies 
perfect sufficiency, all sufficiency” —and the Chris- 
tian had the comfort of which he stood in need, 

But that necessitates nearness to God. All full- 
ness is indeed in him, all that of which I stand in 
need; but it must be appropriated moment by moment. 
The manna must be consumed day by day, and each 
new day a fresh supply given and received and util- 
ized. 

What a beautiful verse is that in Deuteronomy 33: 
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12: “The beloved of the Lord shall dwell in safety 
by him; and the Lord shall cover him all the day 
long, and he shall dwell between his shoulders.” No 
other dwelling place is safe for us, his children, but 
that “between his shoulders.” And is it possible for 
us there to dwell? It is just that “abiding” of which 
the Lord Jesus speaks so frequently in his discourses 
to the first disciples. It is just resting in the con- 
scious sense of his presence moment by moment, know- 
ing that only unconfessed sin can rob us of this in- 
timate contact. It is possible that some forms of 
physical weakness or of temptation may for the mo- 
ment obscure his blessed face, but I believe the “abid- 
ing Christian,” familiar with communion with his 
Lord, is able to distinguish this experience from that 
when some sin has veiled the face of God. He will 
not be left without divine instruction and light on 
this point. 

In the course of a paper read at the International 
Botanists Congress at Ithaca, N. Y., Dr. A. Ursprung; 
of Freibourg University, described the tremendous 
power, sometimes equaling five hundred pounds to 
the square inch, whereby plants get water from their 
roots to their topmost leaves. His researches re- 
vealed plant cells as the most powerful suction pumps 
in the world, acting, however, unlike the human pulse, 
in that the- suction operated “steadily and evenly.” 
Is that not a perfect picture of the “abiding life”? 
And this great scientist added: “Sometimes there is 
a difference of as much as seventy-five pounds to the 
inch between the opposite sides of the same cell.” 

What a lesson for us! Oh, to be of those who ap- 
propriate unto themselves “all the fulness of God” — 
mt living half-heartedly through barren, unprofitable 
days, with divine bounty just within reach, but 
“strengthened with all might, according to his glo- 
rious power, unto all patience and longsuffering with 
joyfulness.”

The Church’s danger of suffocation and spiritual 
coma,— and the remedy 
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graph, telephone, and mail, there flashed 

throughout England, to every military and 
naval post, one potential word. “Mobilize!” 
land was at war. , 

Later, the same fateful word sped across Amer- 
ica from the Atlantic to the Pacific, until every 
city, town, and village stirred under its power, like 
an awakening giant. America was at war. 

The sense of impending danger to the Common- 
wealth blotted out the trivialities of life. The do- 
mestic life of the nation, with its sordid revelation 
of sin, sorrow, and unhappiness, was taken out of the 
front pages of the newspapers. War created its own 
intense atmosphere. It gripped the heart, and focused 
all attention upon itself. Nothing will so revive a 
national spirit as war. 

The terms of war may be applied to revival. The 
kingdoms of this world are still the arena, upon which 
is being fought out to the bitter end the age-long 
warfare of the Prince of Life and the Prince of 
Death. Christ came to bring peace and good will 
to men, but they crucified the Holy One of Israel, 
and, in the act, declared their alliance with the prince 
of this world. 

All down the ages, men have prayed, “Deliver us 
from the evil one,” but, is not the time at hand, when, 
clothed in the whole armor of God, the Church must 
be roused to a great spiritual movement against the 
enemy of man, whose work is seen in the suffering 
of humanity, the misery of the race, the unfairness 
of the battle, and in the dishonor shown in this gen- 
eration to both the cross and the crown? 

May it ndt be that in these last days, when evil 
is becoming more and more rampant, God is seeking 
men and women, who shall change the dead formal- 
ism of prayer into an aggressive advance against the 
inroads of wickedness? 

What the key is to the lock, prayer is to the need of 
the hour. Prayer is the spiritual force that co-oper- 
ates with the mind of God. It is more than mere 
petition. It clothes itself in its reality and power, with 
the power of God himself. It is an attitude of spirit 
and mind. Language is secondary in true prayer. 

We little understand the principles of prayer, when 
we begin and end only in petition. Prayer itself, as 
an approach to God, is the greatest blessing. The 
man who prays for another gains a blessing for him- 
self. No man can come into contact with the al- 
mighty God, in truth and spiritual power as an in- 
tercessor, without obtaining blessing by $uch contact. 
That is why language is secondary. It is not the 
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manner or matter of speech, but the depth of com- 
munion that determines the eternal value of prayer. 

Is it any wonder that, in the deepest prayer of all, 
language fails, — when the groan of creation and the 
pain of imprisoned humanity are responded to by the 
groan of the saint and the Spirit, in language which 
cannot be uttered? 

There is today, evidence of a deep-laid plot be- 
tween the world, the flesh, and the Devil, to keep 
the people of God on the run, so that they shall have 
neither time nor strength to wrestle with principali- 
ties and powers in the secret chamber, nor to bring 
about the loosening of those chains that hold the 
race in bondage to sin and Satan. As for permitting 
themselves to be led beside the “waters of quietness” 
~~ the restoration of soul, that is considered a waste 
of time. 

‘Hence, the people of God may be likened to a great 
airplane bereft of its wings. The roar of its engine 
denotes power, the velocity of its propeller gives mo- 
tion, but the movement is horizontal, — earth-bound. 
There is no lifting power. “Unto thee, O Lord, do I 
lift up my soul” (Psa. 25:1). Mark you, the wings 
do not revolve; their static state gives no evidence 
of power, yet it is these very wings, with their ap- 
parently delicate fabric, their resistance to the atmos- 
phere and the angle to which they are set, that lift 
the plane and its load. 

Here is the secret revealed. Resistance to the at- 
mosphere of the age lifts the soul into a revival at- 
mosphere. “Then shalt thou have thy delight in the 
Almighty, and shalt iift up thy face unto God. Thou 
shalt make thy prayer unto him. ... Thou shalt also 
decree a thing, and it shall be established unto thee: 
and the light shall shine upon thy ways. When men 
are cast down, then thou shalt say [from personal ex- 
perience], There is lifting up; and he shall save the 
humble person” (Job 22: 26-29). 

The Church of the living God is not dead — but 
alas, she has fainted by the way. Do you ask the 
cause? The answer is, “Atmosphere — poisoned at- 
mosphere.” 

The church that lives below the snow line does 
so at the peril of her soul. The redeemed can live 
only in the uplands. Not without purpose was the 
cross set upon a hill, outside a city wall. 

The Christian may make a raid upon the swamps, 
the morass, the lowlands of this world’s activities; 
but his spirit must never live there, else he becomes, 
like Lot, indignant at the world’s sin, yet without the 
power of prayer for its salvation. 

The friend of God, in the last analysis, is always 
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the friend of humanity. Let us beware. As it was 
in the days of Sodom and Gomorrah, so shall it be. 
History has an uncanny way of repeating itself, when 
divorced from God. 

Heat is essential for certam forms of propagation. 
An incubator, not a refrigerator, is the artificial sub- 
stitute used in hatching chickens. Here, atmosphere 
— are closely allied. “Our God is a consuming 

re. 

Listen to the cry of a burdened soul, stifling, suf- 
focating, in the deadening atmosphere of apostasy: 
“Oh that thou wouldest rend the heavens, that thou 
wouldest come down, . . . as when the melting fire 
burneth, the fire causeth the waters to boil, to make 
thy name known to thine adversaries, that the nations 
may tremble at thy presence!” (Isa. 64:1, 2.) 

One of the most pathetic sights in Christendom is 
a godly evangelist, using the first half of his campaign 
days in striving to get the people of God into such 
an “upper room” atmosphere, that the whole house 
shall be filled with the presence of God, that the mul- 
titude shall come together. 

The children of this world are wiser than the chil- 
dren of light. They study the strategy of warfare, 
and do not make a frontal attack: without a barrage 
of heavy artillery. Should there not be a barrage 
of prayer before every evangelistic campaign? There 
must be a great revival of prayer, before there can 
be a general revival of religion. 

Prayer is the primary and mightiest weapon in ag- 
gressive warfare against the powers of darkness and 
their works, —the mightiest in the deliverance of men 
from their power, the mightiest against their organ- 
ized warfare on Christ and his Church. 

It is hard to pray, it is hard to preach the truth, 
and unless the cloud breaks and the springs of God 
are uncovered, it will become harder and harder, 
“But thanks be to God which giveth us the victory!” 
It will be the extremity of that hardness, the culminat- 
ing point of these difficulties, that will bring us to a 
sense of our impotence in ourselves to meet the foe; 
and, casting ourselves upon the flood tide of God’s 
strength, we shall discover, upon our knees, the secret 
of victory. 

We may be glad it is getting harder. It is reduc- 
ing the army of Gideon for the purpose of cleansing 
it from spiritual sluggards. When God’s people rely 
upon their natural gifts, upon earthly power, and thus 
become debtors to the flesh, while the inexhaustivle 
powers of God, and the reservoirs of his grace re- 
main untouched, there is need for some one to cry, 
“Man! Turn from the dust and behold thy God.” 

A clock begins to sound the hour. For sixty min- 
utes the clock has been preparing to strike the hour. 
So in the world of men. Every moment, with its 
story. of sorrow or of conquest, is moving on to the 
culminating stroke, when the King of Glory shall 
come. 

The wheel of your life is moving toward the final 
hour. Are your prayers gravitating in the same direc- 
tion? We need revival. We must have revival, if 
this tide of Modernism and materialism now sweeping 
over Christendom is to be stemmed. “The God that 
answereth by fire, let him be God,” —this is still the 
cry of a God-given faith. Revive us, O Lord!

Name the Classes

HERE there are more than two classes in a de- 

partment each class should have a name and be 
called by it whenever it is necessary to designate the 
class in any way. The habit of speaking of a class 
as the first-year class, second-year class, and so on, 
while it serves to designate the class, does not do 
much to foster class pride. To call the class by the 
name ‘of the teaclier gives the teacher undue im- 
portance in the class and rather discourages class 
spirit. 
"Clase names should be expressive; they should 
mean something that the children can live up to and 
will wish to live up to.

It may be wise to make a list of names for classes, 
some for younger children, and some for older chil- 
dren, and some that would do for any class. Then 
explain to the children what the names mean and let 
them select the one they like best. A better way per- 
haps would be to make out a list of names and write 
them on cards, and give each class a card. Start 
with one class and after they have selected their 
name, cross that one off and give another class a 
card, omitting the name that was taken by the first 
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class. In this way there will be no disappointment 
caused by two classes selecting the same name and 
one having to give it up. 

Few Primary Departments divide the girls and 
boys, but if you have some classes of boys and 
some of girls, there should be lists of names for boys’ 
classes and lists for girls. 

Busy Bees, Clover Leaf, Pollyanna, Sunshine, Sun- 
beam, Buds of Hope are good names for younger classes. 
True Blue, Diggers, Treasure Seekers, Willing Workers, 
Ever Ready, Up Streamers, Builders, Gleaners, Hope 
Circle, Thinking Ten are names older classes will 
like. Pins may be had from David C. Cook Com- 
pany for any of these classes. 

Each class should be helped to select an aim, and 
colors, and a motto. The name should be printed 
on a pennant even if only of heavy paper and using 
the class colors. The motto and aim should also 
be printed on a card and put up in or near the class.

“It’s nothing in the world but thoughtlessness on 
our part,” said another woman. “We do care about 
them — we just don’t think to say so.” 

Needless to say, those two gentle hints proved effi- 
cacious. “Cousin Margaret,” a dear old lady of eighty- 
eight, must have been delightfully surprised on the 
Sundays following this talk, by the number of ten- 
der messages that her young cousin has brought to 
her. And so it has been in the case of “Aunt Minnie” 
who remarked one day to her niece, “Why, I had no 
idea so many folks cared about me!” And her eyes 
were shining.

Skylight Farm. 
Dear Boy o’MIneE: 


The regular weekly session of the Haymow Sun- 
day-school will come to order. The real haymow 
would be a rather cheerless place this crisp November 
weather; but we will shut our eyes and fancy our- 
selves back in haytime, resting in its clean, sweet- 
scented depths. Do you remember the Saturday aft- 
ernoon a long time ago when you rigged up a thrill- 
ing slide-for-life out of the hay rope in the cattle 
barn and then coaxed the two girls and me out there 
to try it? I don’t remember how it was arranged, 
but sitting in a pinchy little loop that hung from a 
pulley one started away up among the rafters and 
landed with a dizzy bump on a soft pile of hay. I re- 
member that I very much preferred courting two very 
wild tiger kittens that had their lair deep down in a 
hole in the hay. You couldn’t see them, but you could 
hear the explosion when you reached into the hole. 

But to the question of the hour. Your latest letter 
suggests the discussion question of the day. You say 
the rushing season is coming on, and the momentous 
question, to be or not to be a fraternity man, is upper- 
most in the minds of many a “frosh.” I judge from 
what you say that you are still firm in your intention 
of remaining an outsider at least during your fresh- 


man year; but I note that you say, too, that the 


question has a somewhat different aspect when one 
is actually on the field. 


I have no doubt that is true. And since I have 
never viewed the question close up,—D Col- 
lege had neither fraternities nor sororities in our 
day, Dad’s and mine,—and since you already know 
what a fiercely democratic old person I am, I shall 
not discuss the question directly. I simply wish to 
call your attention again to that passage from He- 
brews 12 which I took for the text of my first letter 
to you at college. 

The writer says, “Let us lay aside every: weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily beset us.” Dr. 
Brougher in his famous Play Ball sermon observes 
that it is not enough for the athlete to lay aside his 
sins, he must be rid of every ounce of encumbrance. 
I remember how you laughed one day at the picture 
of Dad’s track team because of the superfluous dry- 
goods in their suits. There may be some things that 
I should classify as sins which you would call merely 
weights. In either case they will hinder you in the 
race that is set before you. Be as watchful, Boy, to 
lay aside every weight as you have been to cut the 
length of your running breeches. 

I am glad to feel that we may safely ignore the 
question of your popularity. I know you recognize 
as well as I that popularity of a desirable sort is 
always a by-product. I remember with satisfaction 
your saying that you never knew a fellow to attain it 
who sought it for itself. 

I certainly want you to be an all-round college 
man. There was precious little of the fun of my day 
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that I missed. And I by no means wish you to culti- 
vate a spirit of criticism; but I would urge you 
for the next few months to observe carefully the 
daily walk and conversation of the men with whom 
you would be so closely associated should you join 
a traternity, and to remember that the association is 
a much closer one than you have ever sustained with 
any group, perhaps not excepting your church. We 
have heard so much here in America since the World 
War about entangling alliances. I am reminded of 
the words of old Paul to young Timothy: “No sol- 
dier on service entangleth himself in the affairs of 
life; that he may please him who enrolled him as a 
soldier.” College life is such a magic world apart, 
one might at times be tempted to think of it as a 
leave of absence from one’s enlistment; but the good 
soldier of Jesus Christ is always a “soldier on serv- 
ice”; there is never so much as a twenty-three and a 
half hours’ leave. 

I remember a talk I had with you and Big Sister 
soon after you identified yourselves with God’s peo- 
ple, in which I warned you that in spite of our ap- 
parent modern security there might come a time when 
you would be called to shed your blood for your 
Master. You both solemnly declared your determina- 
tion to endure to the end. We little dreamed that the 
end would come so early for her, and all dangers be 
so soon overpast. I am glad to remember how sweetly 
and steadfastly she met every test that came. I have 
never had reason to doubt your integrity, but for you 
the hard service is yet to come. To the superficial 
observer this age of ours appears the easiest and most 
comfortable the world has ever known! People even of 
our modest means enjoy luxuries undreamed of a few 
years ago. I defy you to call me old, but when Dad 
brought me to live on the farm, bathtubs and auto- 
mobiles were almost a curiosity in the neighborhood. 
Yet I do not exaggerate when I say to you that 
I believe not even the days of Nero presented so 
stiff a challenge to the champion of the Lord’s cause 
as does this day of ours. Fhou, therefore, my son, 
be sober, be watchful; endure hardship as a good sol- 
dier of Christ Jesus.

Is not the whole question of sin, and death, and sal- 
vation, and God’s plans for the created universe and 
all his creatures, so incomprehensibly beyond us that 
our limited, finite human reasoning in such matters 
is futile? Do we not need a God and Saviour whom 
we can trust without question? God is not a failure; 
and God’s plans and purposes can never fail. We 
know that a time is coming when voices shall unite 
in a great song, “The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; 
and he shall reign for ever and ever” (Rev. 11:15). 
We know that one who trusted Christ could say, 
by the revelation of the risen Lord: “I beheld, and, 
lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, of 
all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes, and palins in their hands; and cried 
with a loud voice saying, Salvation to our God which 
sitteth hon the throne, and unto the Lamb” (Rev. 
7°29, 10). 

God’s purposes are righteous and wonderful, and 
they cannot fail. His Word, he says, shall not return 
unto him void, but it shall accomplish that which he 
pleases, it shall prosper in the thing whereto he sends 
it. When we are troubled by questionings of our own 
minds concerning these matters that are beyond us, 
shall we not turn with gratitude to this God and Sav- 
iour, and remember his gracious and wonderful call, 
and assurance, and self-revelation, in his words:

The Historical Setting 


HE name Micah is an abbreviated form of 

Micaiah. He is termed the Morashtite (Jer. 

26:18) as being an inhabitant of Moresheth- 
gath (Mic. 1:14) in the plains of Judah. This ap- 
pellation distinguishes him from the son of Imlah 
(1 Kings 22:8). He was a contemporary of Isaiah 
(1:1; cf. Isa. 1:1). For further historical details 
of his period see last week’s lesson. 


Verse by Verse 

Micah 2:1.—The woe applies to the powerful and 
influential people who by acts of injustice deprive 
the poorer and weaker of/ the inheritance given by 
God and which is, therefore, their right (cf. Isa. 
5 :8f). Devise iniquity (See Psa. 36:4). Devise 
denotes the sketching out of plans. Work denotes the 
preparation of ways and means for carrying out their 
designs. Work is here distinguished from practice 
which implies the execution of the plans. Upon their 
beds. By night, the time of quiet reflection. Con- 
trast this employment of the night time with that 
described in Psalm 1:2; 17:3; 42:8. When the 
morning is light, i. ¢., early, at break of day. There 
is no delay in putting the schemes into practice. Jn 
the power of their hand. The literal translation is 
very striking, “Because their hand is their God.” 
“Might is right” with these men. They know no law 
but that of their own desires. They believe most 
firmly in the survival of the fittest, understanding 
that those are the fittest who have the most power. 


Verse 2—Covet indicates their flagrant disregard 
of God’s command (Exod. 20: 17). 


Verse 3.—Therefore. The punishment corresponds 
with the sin. Because these men have carefully 
thought out plans to bring evil upon their less for- 
tunate fellows, therefore, Jehovah will devise evil 
against them. Ye shall not remove your necks. Like 
the ox which is helpless once the yoke has been 
securely fastened. The yoke in this case is the 
Assyrian subjection of the land and the deportation 
of the people (2 Kings 17 : 23). 

Chapter 6:1.—Micah first warns Israel of the 
judgment that should burst upon it on account of its 
national sins (chaps. 1 to 3). Then he pictured the 
future salvation of a Remnant (chaps. 4 and 5). 
In the third and last section of his prophecy he 
shows the way by which salvation can be secured. 

He begins by representing Jehovah as the plaintiff 
in a lawsuit against his people (cf. Rom. 3:4). 
Nature itself, the mountains and hills, shall be the 
judge before whom the suit is tried (Deut. 32:1; 
Isa. 1:2). The mountains are called the enduring 
foundations of the earth. They have persisted 
through all historical time. They have been the mute 
witnesses of all that Jehovah has done for his people. 

Verse 2.—His people, —as expressing that act of 
grace by which God entered into covenant relation- 
ship with Israel. 

Verse 3.—What have I done unto thee? The ques- 
tion implies that Israel itself has broken the covenant 
and fallen away from God. Wearied thee. Suggest 
the wearying of a person’s patience either by demands 
of too great severity (Isa. 43:23), or by failure to 
carry out one’s promises (Jer. 2:31). Testify against 
me, literally, answer against me; accuse me. 


Verse 5.—From Shittim unto Gilgal. . The most 
momentous period of the wanderings, the events of 
which proved that Balaam’s prophecies were directed 
by God in spite of himself. Gilgal was the first en- 
campment of the people in Palestine (Josh. 4:19). It 
was marked by the circumcision of the whole nation 
by which the generation that had grown up in the 
desert was brought into covenant with Jehovah and 
the — people reinstated in its formal relationship 
to ' 


Verse 6 begins the answer of the now penitent peo- 
ple. If they are to be reconciled to God they are natu- 
rally anxious to know what steps have to be taken 

,on their part. It is very significant that the people

are immediately ready to offer burnt offerings but 
there is no mention of a sin offering.

HAT does the Lord thy God require ? What 
does the Holy One desire? This: Do justly; 
kindness love; humbly walk with thy God above. 
Justice! grasping not for the yield that smiles to 
God from another’s field. Justice! hating as Heaven 
hates wicked scales and deceitful weights. Justice! 
that never will oppress, taking more from another’s 
less. Justice! eager from hour to hour for the right- 
ful use of a rightful power. Yes, and kindness! 
love that must be more than honest and more than 
just; love whose measures to every one, pressed 
and heaping, overrun; kindness of Miriam, sister 
brave; kindness of Moses, bold to save; kindness 
of Aaron, God’s high priest; kindness, given to.last 
and least. Justice! kindness! but ah, who can thus 
be true to his fellow man? Never a mortal rightly 
trod save as he humbly walked with God. Jesus! 
who only paid the price, making the perfect sacri- 
fice, in the way of Thy cross Thy brothers find the 
way to be just and the way to be kind. 











new leaf leaves the old ones still blotted and spoiled. 
God must have the old made right before any new can 
be accepted. 


Verse 7.—Oil was an essential part of the meal of- 
fering which could not be omitted from the burnt of- 
fering (Num. 15: 1-16; 28: 29-31). Thus it must al- 
ways necessarily be offered in very large quantities, 
but there is still an uneasy feeling that this is not 
sufficient. And so Israel falls back upon paganism 
for its idea of God. Shall I give my first-born for 
my transgression? Even a man’s first-born could in 
the nature of the case be no. valid sacrifice for the 
father’s sins. For the first-born is himself now neces- 
sarily a sinner. And to offer a sinner for a sinner 
is to add to futility murder (2 Kings 3:27; 16:3). It 
is important to remember that actual human sacrifices, 
the slaughter of babies, had been practiced both in Is- 
rael and Judah during the dreadful years of their 
apostasy from Jehovah. The children - suffered 
through the parents’ sin as children always do. 

Verse 8—Micah turns from all these desperate 
suggestions not to enunciate the law of the sin offer- 
ing, as we might expect, but to outline the require- 
ments of the moral code. Probably the reason for 
this was that Israel was so obsessed with the idea that 
it could somehow make itself right with God that 
what was needed was to bring the people to realize 
the helplessness of their own sinful hearts to do any- 
thing that was right. Also it is to be observed that 
it is in those prophecies that have reference to the 
approaching exile that the lessened emphasis upon the 
Levitical offerings is to be found. . This was a merci- 
ful provision, because in the exile all the usual ritual 
means of grace would necessarily be suppressed, and 
earnest seekers after God might well have been 
plunged into despair. 

Note the three requirements of God: To do justly. 
To render to every man what is his due. Another 
man’s rights are my obligation to him. Religion in 
Israel had been long divorced from ordinary morality. 
The people imagined that they could be holy without 
being righteous. To love kindness. There is a differ- 
ence between a man who is morally righteous and a 
man who is good. If there is only righteous action, 
there is something wanting even to the righteousness 
of the action. To do is not enough. We must get 
to the heart of things and love mercy. Mercy goes 
far deeper into life and character than justice. Nay, 
mercy is really a part of justice. I have not given 
all that I ought to give to any man until I have given 
mercy. Mercy implies two things: Forgiveness, free 
and complete for all wrongs done; all possible kind- 
nesses which lie within our power to bestow. To walk 
humbly with thy God. But there is more still and this 
requirement is the most stringent of them all. All 
my own character is crowded into that word humbly. 
It means that I have learned to take the right view 
of myself. And that means that I recognize my own 
inability to fulfill not merely this command, but alse 
the two preceding ones. It means that I am in de- 
spair of my own goodness. It means that I am sensi- 
ble enough to know that if this character and life of 
mine are ever to be put right, it is not myself whe 
can do it. Then it is walking humbly with God. “Can 
two walk together, except they be agreed?” (Amos 
3:3.) For walking with God there must be com- 
munion based on love and resulting in imitation. 

Micah’s requirements come to every one who will 
honestly take stock of his life and character as the 
statement of an unreached and unreachable ideal. If 
these words are all that there is to be said about 
God and man, then there is nothing before the en- 
lightened conscience but shattering despair and para- 
lyzing consciousness of inevitable failure. 


Verse 9.—This verse is an introduction to the words 
of Jehovah in verses 10 to 16. The man of wisdom 
will see thy name. The word translated “wisdom” 
means essence or substance, something that is real 
So we may paraphrase, “Such as have true stability 
will regard thy name.” The name is the revealed 
character of God, particularly that character in this 
connection as revealed in God’s requirements and his 
warnings. Hear ye, 7. e., observe, take heed. The 
rod is the Assyrian power as in Isaiah 10:5. For 
the thought of God’s appointment compare Jeremiah 
47:7. 

Verse 10.—Treasures of wickedness. Treasures ac- 
quired as the result of wickedness. 


Verse 11—Shall I be pure? Supply, “Let each 
man ask himself.” The prophet speaks as represent- 
ing the individual moral conscience.

Severance. He had an_ idolized only son, as 
brilliant and as charming as his dad. His dad lived 
a double life and died penniless. The son came to 
New York and prospered for a while, proved a crook 
in the end, and died in New York’s poorhouse, friend- 
less and alone. This is the way it usually works out. 
Dad escapes the “woe” maybe, but dad’s boy gets it 
good and hard. The Book says something about the 
iniquities of the father (Lev. 26: 39; Exod. 20:5), and 
also about sour grapes (Jer. 31:29). “Woe” is sure 
and certain to those who practice iniquity, and safety 
and salvation lie alone in the religion of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Mountain Folks.—Arise, contend thou before the 
mountains, and let the hills hear, thy voice (6: I). 
I expect Micah, in his poetic soul, felt something like 
Napoleon did that day when he stood before his sol- 
diers down in Egypt pointing to those great man- 
made mountains. You may remember he or his press 
agent cried, “Twenty centuries look down upon you.” 
There is always something inspiring in big things 
that are noble, whether mountains or men. I was 
on the train one day with McKelvey, the famous edi- 
tor of the Brooklyn Eagle. We were going up the 
Hudson to attend a Peace Conference at Lake Mo- 
honk. At a lunch station, McKelvey bought ten 
hard-boiled eggs, cracked them on his heel, and ate 
them all. That is probably why I remember the in- 
cident. I had never believed a man could eat ten 
hard-boiled eggs—and live. I noticed as we rode 
up the beautiful river a handsome mansion upon one 
of the mountain tops. “What a glorious view they 
must have up there!” I exclaimed. “Bah, Ridgway,” 
said McKelvey, “nothing to it. I was entertained in 
that house for a fortnight, and I never got so sick 
and tired of anything as that perpetual view of hills 
and river.” The majesty and grandeur of the lovely 
Catskills and the mystery and beauty of the mighty 
river never touched Editor McKelvey. He was as 
“hard-boiled” as his eggs when it came to mountains 
and sky and river. Irving and Drake could attend 
to that. But when it came to righteousness in civic 
life and clean politics and uplifting the oppressed and 
the making of the world a safe and good place in 
which to live, Editor McKelvey was all there with 
his six feet six and his two hundred and seventy 
pounds —if these are or were the exact figgers! As 
was said in the beginning, there is inspiration in the 
mountains, and there is where McKelvey got his in 
spite of his cynicism, for the mountains come palisad- 
ing down to the metropolis. Was a mountain people 
ever conquered and enslaved? Big Persia tried it on 
little Greece in an ancient day, and Austria tried it 
on the Swiss in a more modern day. Micah seems to 
think if the mountains and the hills would not inspire 
Israel, there, was nothing else. 


A Trinity of Success.—What doth Jehovah re- 
quire of thee, but to do justly, and to love kindness, 
and to walk humbly with thy God? (v. 8.) “To do 
justly’ —to be “square.” “To love kindness” —to be 
“nice.” “To walk humbly” —to be “common.” This 
is the translation of fhe text into Pennsylvania coun- 
tryside. “He’s awful nice” is said of a man, and 
when it is truly said we know he’s one who “loves 
kindness.” I am a trustee of an estate and the treas- 
urer of an insurance company. I am continually so- 
licited to buy securities. Only today it was suggested 
I take on certain steam railroad securities. “No,” I 
replied, “I will not buy the securities of (lend the 
money to) any company in which I cannot have free 
and welcome access to the men who run the company.” 
Did you ever try to see a railroad president? Well, 
just try it once! You can easily get to see the bank 
president, the utility president, the industrial presi- 
dent, but when it comes to railroad presidents — noth- 
ing doing. And the country has it in for the rail- 
roads (Prov. 18:24). Mr. Samuel Rea, president of 
this old Pennsylvania upon which I am writing, is 
the only railroad president into whose office I have 


making friends with their customers. 
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ever gotten. Mr. Howard Elliott of the Northern 
Pacific invited me to come and see him when he was 
president of the New York, New Haven, and Hart- 
ford. In other words, with a few exceptions, this 
class of executives are not “common.” They can- 
not understand that since you are one of the owners 
of the company they are working for you. The elec- 
tric and gas utility companies have a policy of 
One time I 
called at the office of the United Gas Improvement 
Company, one of the country’s greatest public service 
corporations. I sent in,my card to the president, say- 
ing I was a stockholder and wanted some first-hand 
information. I was ushered in and welcomed by 
President Bodine. “If you are a stockholder,” said 
he, “you are my employer and I am at your service.” 
This is the attitude of mind Micah is talking about 
and what our Lancaster and Berks folks mean when 
they say you are “common.” Now just swing the idea 
over from the commercial into the religious and you 
have a fine commentary on the text — “square” and 
“nice” and “common,” a trinity that always spells suc- 
cess. Mr. Samuel Rea and Mr. Samuel Bodine, pres- 
idents of two great successful companies, both came 
into the presidential office at the same time. I sent 
each of them this message. “Congratulations. Deu- 
teronomy 31: 6.”

THE PRINCIPLE oF CONCENTRATION.—Organ- 
ize the lesson around one central and important 
truth whenever possible. 











N THE Golden Text centers the answer to the 

question of verse six, in chapter six, the contrast 
with the apparently excessive sacrifices of verse seven, 
and the opposite of all that Israel has been as set 
forth by Micah. The people, apparently convicted 
of their sin, ask, “Wherewith shall I come before 
Jehovah?” and in contrast with the answer which oc- 
curs to them, the prophet calls them away from the 
mere external offerings with which there may go 
no repentance either of word or of deed, and, in tell- 
ing what God requires, not only rebukes the insin- 
cerity of their religious ceremonies but calls them to 
get right at the very pomts where they are so terribly 
wrong. ‘ 

Those whom the prophet accuses of coveting fields 
and taking them by violence (2:2), of hating good 
and loving evil (3:2), of taking bribes (7:3), he 
calls upon to do justly. Those who have been cruel 
to women and little children (2:9) and have hunted 
their brothers like wild beasts (7:2), he calls upon 
to be merciful, nay, to love mercy. A people who 
are charged again and again with transgressing the 
law of their God are called upon to walk humbly 
with that God. A turn about face in moral conduct, 
in attitude toward fellow men and toward God, and 
not any amount of sacrifices is what God demands of 
his sinful people. God’s people were omitting what 
our Lord called “the weightier matters of the law, 
judgment, mercy, and faith” (Matt. 23:23). 

But Israel’s history is one long story of the need 
of a new dynamic to make possible obedience to this 
direction which sometimes even today seems to men 
such a simple one. Men need reconciliation with God 
before they can walk with him, and they need in- 
dwelling power before they can be even just, much 
less merciful, to their fellows. The answer to both 
needs is in Christ.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


“Hear!” — The clutch. 
Discussion: Name some ways in which 
our nation is failing to heed God’s warn- 
ing messages. From that, work down 
to the individual and make it personal, 
Objective: Engage afresh with God.

SAh fellows, the challenging word in 
Micah’s prophecy is HEAR. Three 
times in the delivery of his message to 
the kings and people of Judah and Sa- 
maria he seems to pause and make a horn 
of his hands to his mouth and shout 
with all his might: “Listen now to the 
Word of the Lord!” Of course the 
kings had ears and the people had ears, 
and doubtless they got the sound of 
Micah’s voice all right, but his words 
with their vital meaning did not go down 
beyond their tympanums. Now, fellows, 
you know that if a warning or a promise 
does not penetrate below the tympanum 
it might as well not be given. You know 
how important is the clutch in your car. 

The other day I. was driving over 
Shenandoah Mountain and my car stalled 
on the grade. It is very mortifying to 
have your car stall on the highway, espe- 
cially on the big grade where motorists 
are particularly interested to see how 
well their cars climb and also to com- 
pare with the climbing powers of other 
cars along the way. If your car makes 
a poor showing it’s bad enough, but the 
folks who pass you and “rubber” at you, 
either in pity or scorn, increase your 
pain. 

Besides I was taking a couple of 
friends over the mountain to catch a 
train and I would rather have had that 
car fail me at most any other time. 
What was the matter? The engine was 
running as smooth as a fly swimming in 
cream, but there was no pull to the car. 
The trouble was in the clutch; it did not 
take hold; there was no pull. Plenty of 
power, but no going forward. And there 
we were, scotched at the back wheel with 
a rock to keep from actually rolling back 
down the mountain. Folks passing and 
rubbering; friend passengers trying to 
make pleasant remarks and appear un- 
concerned. 

Well, there was just one thing to-do: 
pry up the footboards and get down un- 
der the “tympanum” with a wrench, and 
tighten a couple of nuts on that clutch 
— which is easier said than done, unless 
you are a natural born mechanic, or 
trained in a garage. However, the tight- 
ening of those loose nuts solved the prob- 
lem. For when the engine was started 
again, the running mechanism of the car 
engaged, and up the long grade we 
zoomed as steady and as speedy as any 
car on the mountain that day. 

Fellows, the truth is plain. God calls 
us by a thousand ways to forsake the sin 
in our lives and turn to him. He is ready 
to forgive us and to put us on the high 
level of obedience and real happiness, if 
we will only hear with our hearts and 
our wills, as well as with our ears. Is- 
rael and Judah failed to do that. They 
persisted in their wanton wickedness and 
idolatry, though God sent them prophet 
after prophet appealing to them to repent 
and turn to him for all the wealth of 
riches and health and success that he was 
able and longing to give them. 

You will notice that each one of these 
minor prophets whose messages we have 
been studying, although they severely 
denounce God’s sinning children and pic- 
ture awful judgments for continued 
wrongdoing, yet each one of them closes 
his rebuke and warning with a beautiful 
description of Jehovah’s tender love and 
readiness to forgive and to restore. 
“Who is a God like unto thee, that par- 
doneth iniquity, and passeth by the trans- 
gression ...? he retaineth not his anger 
for ever, because he delighteth in mercy” 
(Mic. 7; 18). 

God is speaking to you and me today, 
fellows, just as clearly, just as positively, 
just as threateningly, just as lovingly and 
longingly. Why should we be so silly 
as to continue in any known sin against 
him? We are not ignorant. We are not

Some who 
did not worship idols worshiped God in 
a sort of “make-believe” way. For they 
would cheat each other, and tell lies, 
and do other mean, wrong things. Then 
they would bring many sacrifices to offer 
to God, thinking that he would be pleased 
with their burnt sacrifices, while they 
knew their lives were not pleasing to 
him. Some of the people would even 
give their sons and daughters as burnt 
offerings, thinking that this would cover 
their sinfulness. So God sent them the 
beautiful message in verse 8 of chapter 
6, telling the kind of life he liked. He 
wanted the people to know that love 
is the law of his kingdom. Love for 
their neighbors would cause them to be 
fair and honest with everybody, so that 
when they sold a measure of grain or of 
oil, they would give full measure. And 
when any of their neighbors did wrong, 
love would cause them to be sorry for 
the wrong, and kind to the wrongdoer. 
And God wanted them to come to him 
with humble loving hearts, and then he 
would accept their sacrifices, and bless 
them. 

Tell your class that this is a lesson 
for all of us to learn. God still wants us 
to love everybody, and always to show 
our love in our behavior. God loves an 
honest game, and when little folks swap 
toys, he loves for the trade to be fair 
and square. He hates all kind of lying 
and cheating, in the school room, on the 
playground, or at-home. Then if any of 
our little friends have done wrong, we 
should be ready to forgive, and help them 
to try again. 

There is only one way to live like this, 
for us to walk humbly with our God, and 
that is by confessing our sins, and ask- 
ing him to forgive our sins, and keep us 
for Jesus’ sake. 

Have the class repeat with you Ephe- 
sians 4:32: “And be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ’s sake 
hath forgiven you.” 

Sing, “Give Me a ‘Heart Like Thine.”

But he, being dead, 
yet spoke those words so effectively to 
that girl that she has been seeking ever 
since to plumb their depths, especially to 
learn how “to walk humbly with her 
God” —as she herewith testifies.

When God Answers “‘No”’ 


b  fmny God says “No,” that’s an an- 
swer. So said Dr. Howard Agnew 
Johnston at a Christian Laymen’s Con- 
ference at Ben Avon Heights, Pa. “Our 
Lord,” he said, “does not invariably give 
the particular thing for which we ask.” 
When Dr. Johnston was a boy at the 
University of Cincinnati, a friend of his 
told him that he was seeking to get the 
money that his mother and sister had 
saved in order to invest it in a get-rich- 
quick proposition. The young man was 
a Christian, so Dr. Johnston asked him 
if he thought this was the will of God, 
and he replied that it absolutely could not 
be otherwise. “Why,” he said, “I have 
staked my faith in God on it.” For vari- 
ous reasons he did not get the moiiey 
from his relatives, and he ceased going to 
church, and became coid and hard. He 
felt that God had not answered his 
prayer. After a considerable lapse of 
time, however, he came to Dr. Johnston 
and reminded him of the incident, saying, 
“Yesterday that business that I was so 
anxious to invest in went into bank- 
ruptcy.” He thought he was asking God 
for bread, but God knew that what he 
wanted would turn out to be a stone, and 
so He said “No.” 


November 14 to 20 
Mon.—Micah 2:1-5. Woe to the Oppressor. 


Andrew Carnegie, the great ironmas- 
ter, used to say that one of the secrets 
of his success was his acting upon his 
early morning “flashes.” When first 
awake, as the result of previous thought 
upon his business schemes, he would think 
of some person he could use in a new 
place, or of some new line of action. 
Either good or evil may be initiated in 
early morning thinking. So terrible had 
oppression in Israel become that the 
prophet says the oppressors devised in- 
iquity as they lay in their beds at night 
and worked it out when the morning 
light came. God has a judgment against 
all such doers of iniquity.
